U Nderftanding you have the trouble to publifli fuch 
new and profitable Experiments as come to your 
knowledge,! take the liberty to inform you of a New Ioven-- 
tion, which hath and no doubt will be of very great benefit 
and advantage to the public: But the waiting for a full trial 
of thofe Experiments offered at for the worlds fatisfa&ion, 
and the continuance of the late War ( which is a very bad 
Nurfeto Trade or Projeds ) has been the reafon the Work 
has yet advanced do farther. Some few years fince,Sr, Phil. 
Howard and Major Watfon with great charge and induftry had 
found our a New way by; a Manufa&ure of our own to pre¬ 
ferve the Hulls of Ships from the Worm, &c> which is much 
fmoother and conftquently better for fayling,and more cheap 
and durable then the way of Boards,Pitch,Tar,Rozin, Brim- 
fton,or any Sheathing or Graving hitherto uled. The King 
and Parliament being fatisfied,upon examination s of the great 
bent fit that might redound hereby to his Majefty and Sub- 
j:£ls in general * for the Inventors incouragemenc tomake 
the fame public were pleafcd,almoft four years fioce, to grant 
them an ACl of Parliament for the foie ufe of this their in¬ 
vention with penalty and prohibition to all others: Inprofes 
cution whereof. Experiments have been made upon feveral of 
his Majefty’sShipv, vix* The Phcenix , done three years agoe, 
has made two Vo} ages into the Streights s &c. and when fhs 
was lately taken into theDockat Woolwych to be repaired, 
upon view of the M after Shipwright and others, her fheath- 
liig was found to be in as good condition,as at fit ft doing,ar d 
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ihe Ship fo tight during the whole time, that they were for¬ 
ced to heave in Water to keep her fweer.The Dreadnought, a 
third Rate, done io June 1671 j the Henrietta, Lyon , and

The Bread-roomt alfo of fome of thefe and many other of 
his Majefties Ships have been lined within, almoft in the fame 
manner the Sheathing is without 5 which has proved a great 
prefervation of the Bread,as fevcral of thePurfcrs andOfficers 
of the laid Ships have certified,and by realon of its duration 
muft be much cheaper and better then Tyn , which is fo lya« 
ble to ruft, or any way yet ufed. 

Alfo the Leadh felf (which is the principal thing ufed here¬ 
in) they make fo clofe preffed, fmooth, and equal,and of what 
thickoefs or thinnefs defired, that great ufe may be made 
thereof about feveral other things relating to Shipping, &c. 

His Majefty and the Lords of the Admiralty have received 
fuch fatisfaftion from the Experiments that have been made 
of this New Invention upon the Ships aforefaid, that they 
have given exprefs order to the Ccmmiffioners and principal 
Officers of the Navy toiheathall their Ships as (hall require 
fheathingfor the future,no otherwife but by the way of this 
New Invention .* And I doubt uot(all men naturally purluing 
that which appears beft and moft profitable to them,) this 
Thing will in little time be underftood and embraced by- 
Merchants and others concerned, now when a happy Peace 
fhall give liberty to trade s many very corsfiderabie perfons 
amongft them having already acquainted thexnfclves htie- 
with, and declared their approbation, notvvithftanding you 
may meet with fome, whofe ignorance or intereft may make 
them rayl againftit, which in the end will weigh little.
